Churchill even telling the House of 
Commons about it on February 27, 
1845 before the Potsdam meeting. 
Actually this had nothing to do

dren, but was designed to smooth 
the way for the eventual conquest 
of these countries by Communism. 
Why 
Roosevelt 
and 
Churchill 


should have agreed to It, in view of 
their joint authorship of the At- 
lantic Charier, of which this was a 


violation, is difficult at this stage 
to say. The fact remains that in 
*uch countries as Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Austria and Hungary, the
